Heraldic details on the Plaque to 
be confirmed by John Brooke Little. Suggested that the Deddington News should 
print a request for parishioners to donate photographs of the event, possibly for 
the Museum. Suggested that colour postcards of the Coat of Arms be printed. 
ENVIRONMENT : 1. Notice boards to provide space for clubs, PTA etc. to use, to 
reduce posters in unauthorised places. 2. Trees in Bull Ring; complaint that 
they obscure the light in the flats. County Council has given permission for 
them to come down. Objection to removing them on the grounds of an existing 
Preservation Order. Parish Clerk to write to County council re careful yearly 
pruning instead. 3. Grass cutting considered inadequate. Committee to advise 
on the number of cuts needed in each area. 4. Waste bins to be increased. 5. 
Traffic calming : possibility of a grant from the Rural Community Council for 
traffic survey. Plans & proposals for traffic calming and management to be 
circulated to PC as soon as received and the public then to be invited to comment. 
Health hazards : complaints of bad smells, etc. can be reported to Cherwell 
District Council on 0295-252535. 7. Street lighting ongoing investigation. 8. 
Footpaths : re Clifton path, it was proposed work should commence on the circular 
walk and the County council be asked to complete work from Leadenporch to 
Deddington.

120 people were recorded in Parish Appraisal as being interested, so a local 
member of Banbury Ramblers will investigate the possibility of these people 
joining them; PC suggested Banbury Ramblers advertise in the Deddington News.

PC represented by Cllr Hill at the Appeal against Cherwell District Council; Mrs. 
Bird (adjoining owner) also present; Inspector's decision awaited. 2) Cromwell 
Lodge - refurbishment; no objection.

I write to express my support for the point made in Mr Smith's letter in your June 
issue about the forthcoming proposals for Local Government Reorganisation, and 
especially their cost. Within the next month every household in Oxfordshire will 
receive a questionnaire asking it to 'vote' on one of the three proposals to change 
_ the way in which Local Government is organised. For most of us, so long as we 
receive a good quality service when we need it, we will not be too worried about 
who provides it, (e.g. Oxfordshire County Council, the District Council, or Parish 
or Town Council. 


However, we must now be concerned, as the proposals for change that we will be 
asked to 'vote' on do not guarantee either an improvement to existing services or 
even their preservation. In fact these proposals are likely to cost a substantial 
amount of money. This would have to be found from somewhere, probably by a 
reduction in services, or increased Council Tax, or both. As far as I can see, no 
convincing case has been made out for change. 


If we are to safeguard essential Council services, particularly those to the 
vulnerable residents, we all need to be aware of what our ‘vote' could mean. I 
feel that all residents should register their concern by opting to keep the status 
quo, until such time as a case for chanee has been made convincingly.

It was without thought for the consequences that I lightheartedly agreed to take 
on the responsibility for children's games in. Hempton churchyard during the Mile 
of Pennies Bazaar on Bank Holiday Monday. First came the search for ideas. Here 
I was fortunate to have the expert advice of my 9%-year-old granddaughter, Emma, 
who suggested in quick time: 'Pin the Tail on the Donkey’, Tossing the Horseshoe 
and a Bran-tub.

maker of this place was elected to fill the vacant Inspectorship of Weights & 
measures for the County. 

5th JULY - A great meeting took place at the Tow hall in Banbury about the 
intended new lines of railroad proposed by the two competing companies, the 
Birmingham & London and The Great Western. It was attended by the engineers of 
each company, the Messrs. Stephenson of the Birmingham and Mr. Brunel of the Great 
Western. The meeting wag fully and respectably attended by the inhabitants of 
Banbury and its neighbourhood ~ and a resolution was passed unanimously in favour 
of the line proposed by the Great Western Company - as the best for the interests 
of the Town and neighbourhood if carried into execution, which the Company 
proposed to do as soon as they should receive the sanction of Parliament for so 
doing. I was asked to join Mr. Brunel, the Engineer, and others at dinner at the 
Red Lion Hotel afterwards, as well as the Engineers, the Messrs. Stephenson, of 
the other company at Mr. Draper's. Our neighbour Litchfield made a most amusing 
as well as talented speech in favour of the Great Western Line and carried the 
whole room with him unanimously. J.A. Gillett, the Banker, was in the Chair. 

8th JULY - Poor Mrs. Cotton had another of her severe attacks yesterday - she was 
better in herself again today, two strong blisters having restored her to herself. 
17th JULY ~ Attended the Criminal Court at Oxford, my case from Adderbury came on 
first thing - old George Flint was transported for 7 years and Messrs. Walton and 
Robert Flint, nephew of George the old man, were sentenced to 12 months 
imprisonment with hard labour in House of Correction - the last month in what is 
termed to be close confinement - for robbing the barn of their employer, Robert 
Gardner Wilson the younger at Adderbury on the 8th of this month and stealing 8 
sacks of wheat in the chaff, Mr. Flint stole also some beans and pease mixed 
together, 

26th JULY - It was a memorable as well as a melancholy day to us all - poor dear 
Mrs. Cotton having breathed her last at a quarter past 7 o'clock this morning, 
peacefully and without pain after an illness of 10 weeks and 2 or 3 days duration. 
Her coachman came at a quarter before seven to beg I would come down immediately, 
which I did, but before my arrival she had ceased to live. I was busied the 
whole day there in writing letters and making arrangements for her funeral on 
Friday next. 

27th JULY ~ Mr. Philpotts of this place called to receive orders for mourning for 
the children and servants. Went to the Church in Adderbury and gave directions 
for covering Mrs. Cotton's pew with black cloth. I wrote to Alcock the Vicar to 
inform him of her death and to ask leave to erect a monument in due time to her 
memory. I also ordered a new vault close to Mr. & Mrs. Cotton's to be dug and. 
prepared for myself and my family hereafter. — ;

BOOKSHELEF..... The first in an occasional series of reviews eg 
by JEAN FLUX of books on Oxfordshire . Lt] 


Oxford, The Cotswolds and The Cherwell Valley by Nick Moon (Book Castle, 1994, 
£5.99) - This book is of particular interest to local residents because it covers 
an area extending from Stratford in the north to Wallingford and Swindon in the 
south, and stretching from Cheltenham across to Aylesbury and High Wycombe, so that 
none of the walks involves long distance driving. Each of the 30 walks described 
follows public rights of way, bridleways and footpaths. The written instructions 
are accompanied by a sketch map, although the writer recommends that walkers should 
carry the appropriate OS. Pathfinder map indicated for each one. Certainly Nick 
Moon's sketch maps don't show the positions of field boundaries which can be useful 
in identifying the line of a footpath none too clear on the ground. I have found 
several paths this summer clearly indicated by the use of weedkiller on the crop, 
though others were not, and even the most co-operative of farmers finds it 
difficult to mark a route across bare ground before the crop has sprouted. An 
important paragraph in the introduction which all should read reminds us of the 
country code to be observed when crossing farmland. The majority of these walks 
can be done in half a day and many offer an alternative, shorter route. What all 
of them offer is access to the real countryside away from paved roads and traffic. 


Pride of the Morning ~ An Oxford Childhood by Phyl Surman (Alan Sutton, 1992, 

* £6.99) ~ Although the author grew up in the city of Oxford, this book has acquired 
a Deddington connection since her younger sister, whose birth is recorded in 
chapter 2, now lives here It recalls the Oxford of the 1920s when the children, 
who lived in Howard Street, East Oxford, were able to play outside on their almost 
traffic~free road. Some of those features of her childhood recalled by the writer 
are still with us: May morning celebrations from Magdalen tower, Eights Week and 
the St Giles fair; but many others remind us how much the city has changed. S 
Grimbly Hughes was the grandest grocer's shop in town. There was an isolation 
hospital in Abingdon Road where her siblings were confined when they caught scarlet 
fever. Many of the rural apake where she and her friends played are now covered by 
urban development. 

Mrs. Surman keeps fairly strictly to a child's viewpoint but she was aware of 
larger issues like the General Strike and the part played by the. expanding Morris 
Motor works in providing a new start to unemployed Welsh miners. This is an 
unpretentious book which evokes a quieter, more user-friendly city for those who 
know it only in its present condition, and an unsentimental memory of the past for 
older readers.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS Although during the last month we have received 21 calls, only four 
were actual incidents, 16 were false alarms of one sort or another and one call 
was to stand by at Bicester. The four fires were a bedroom fire at the Crown 
House, Barford St. John, a bedroom fire at Bloxham School, a stack of logs on fire 
at Duns Tew, and a fire in the sample workshop at Fired Earth, Adderbury. This 
makes 102 calls so far this year. 

STATION CREWING LEVELS Unfortunately of the 21 calls mentioned above we were 
unable to turn out seven times due to insufficient crew. All of the seven calls 
were during the week-day working hours, which proves we really do need more 
firefighters, particularly people who can give us day cover.

Carol was the first female firefighter in Oxfordshire, joining us seven years ago. 
During this time Carol has more than proved that women are as capable as men in © 
carrying out firefighting duties. I was most disappointed to receive her 
resignation; she will be a great loss to the Station and to Oxfordshire Fire 
Service as a whole. 

I am glad to say Mark Rogers has passed his induction test and is now eligible to 
, turn out on calls, but this still only gives us three personnel available on week 
days.
